St. Albakb, Vt., May 20.— A disaa- 
trovt Are swept St. Albans yesterday 
afternoon, destroylns? dwellin^fs, busi- 
nest< blocks, pablic buitdiii-rs aiul a hirm- 
amoniit of other iirupfjrty. The tire 
broke out shortly utter :i o'clock in the 
lumber yard of W. Fodda. and in a 
•short tliae aereral large piles of lomber 
and bnttness offlccB had been ignited. 
There was a heavy wind blowing at the 
time, and the fire s])re!id rapidly. It 
dcsjtroyed CUisiiolm brothor.s' store, and 
tho tenement hoube and dnigstore 
owned and ix-cnpied by F. Eklred. The 
fare uext sprcid to the bi;^ building ot-- 
cupifd by the Crown FtuiiifurG com- 
pany and ColliiH' meat nfaiket. Tho 
blocks of Wooil & Favro, .1. H. Monti- 
fore and W. E. Dean, adjoining, were 
also dcstroyo<l in a short spai!e of time. 

At thi-i ]>i)iiit tliu wind liail niereustd 
to a niiiiiai lire lriirri(\(no and burning 
enil.t'rs ww cirricd in every direction. 
Tlie loi'al lire apparatus and a large 
f<irco III' townsmen endeavored to pre- 
vent tlie tire from extending U> Main 
htii'i.'t, wln^ro tlie huge business bU^ks 
were located, but their ell'orts liad little 
or no eilect. Swanton and BarlingtOU 
were called on for help and ncxm ro- 
sponded. It was found impossible to 
prevent tho Main street block from 
burning and a dozen buildings were 
soon on tire. Tlio tirst Main street 
structure that ignited were the stores 
of \V. S. Bjgpy and F. B. Morton, the 
Wallace Pi9ing company's building, 
tlie iitoi'e of Lombard Wiuthrop,.Mar- 
oeaa & Vincent uiid 1^'nlliBr'e Uwtj ata- 
blcfl were soon iu a^hes. 

The goreruuient bnildiug on Kiwj;- 
man street caught fire and was sixin 
gutted. Most of tlie paper.s, furniture, 
etc., wore iiaved. The Uili block, oocu- 
pied by J. E. "Welch and W. N. Adams 
was levelled to the groimd. The Mes 
senger boUding nest caught lire and, 
bnmed fiercely for btU an hour, the 
fii'c extending to the bUwk occupied by 
W. H. Kllla and W H. Wooawaid's 
store. 

Most of the bnlldings were of woo<l 
and Lnrued like CiMtier before the strong 
gale, many of tho oootnants not having 
time to rescue tiioir effects. ' 

Mpwo's marble factolT^ou Foundry 
street, Kyun's grocery store and IS tene- 
ment hou8«d UJ tho vlcijiity ou the same 
street were destroyed. Hhortly before 6 
o'clock tho entire Burlinstou lire rle 
partnient unived and all companies 
Joined for(;tia in an uttemi(>t to stup the 
fire on Main street. The attempt was 
parti.dly Kuccesstul and the fire was 
checked about (i:bO, Hi time to save the 
nK.ie valuable blixiks on Mam street. 
The sroves ut A. L. Wee»;s. A. J. Lung 
ujil I", h. Harvey, however, wero 
burned aiiil at this point tl!'^ piogress {>{ 
the tm; was stay^jd. (.'unrrol of the lire 
was obtained on Fu .i;ary street, six 
bl')ek'< uurtli of .Mo<>n-'s marble factory.

Fuliy 'iO . luilies are homeless. The 
hi);eis art* u--.ng kerttseue and I'uiidlos at 
iiigiit, a.3 tiie gas and electric litclit ser 
vice arc cut off. No serious accidents 
are reiKirteti. It is impossible to give 
the in.sur.iucc on the burned proj)erty, 
as the under vriters are unable to ascer- 
tain what tue hgures are. The total

FIRE IN HAclFAX.

Hai.ikax, May !J0.— Halifax was t^sit 
e<l by a .v ii)0,oi)u lirc yesterday and there 
wus not .1 cent's wortli of insurance on 
the property doscroved. The flames 
Ktarteil on the lnt«ycolouial railway's 
long wiiarf in the'cattla shed. Both 
wharfs and shed, in whioh were 60 t^at- 
tie, consigned to Leamau dB Company, 
whioh had > ijMt arrivea from the in- 
tefior, wer9 soon consumed as well as 
the freight and immigration sheds. 

The Are then swept the immense 
f^H^Htig pier,'"trestle work and wharf uf 
the Dominion government, on which 
were Hk number of loaded coaloara. On 
the surroandiug tracks were a great 
number of empty aiid 1 Muied oars, but 
the kiomuotiTe. got uiaMy uf them out of 
danger. Sevenu loaded with boy were 
bmned. 

The property was owned by the Do- 
minion government, and oonsequeutly 
was not insured. Leuman A (Jomnauj, 
bimtides the cuttle, lost two care of hay 
and two of feed. 

The fire is thought to have been the 
wurl{ of an incendiary. The other gov- 
ernnu nt termiuns wundestixiyed by fire, 
uud the loss of this one means great in- 
cuuveuieuue to shipping and uouuuercial 
circles. •

The meet- 
ings were not so well attcndi'd ami the 
CuWcd eleili.;;it l^ieduuiinated. Law- 
less, Webb, Wat.soii and Adams, tlio 
last t'.vo cuh. red, spoke. Tlio coarse of 
tfovei-nor O'Fariell wa.i condemnel, 
while- (.rtivcmor MacCorkle was ajjplaud- 
ed as being consistant ami patriotic.

The following statement hae been 
made by Major Simons, commander of 
the Virginia ^troop.s in reply to Gov- 
ernor jiaoCorKle's stateniouc: 

"In reference to the statement of ( Jov- 
ernor MacCorkle tiiat great injustice has 
been done the West Virginia miners by 
charging them with firing on onr pick- 
ets, I will state the faots iu the case* 
On the night of the 8th the oiBser in 
command uf Coal Branch station re- 
ported that ills sentinel was fired on six 
times, on the night of the 9th the officer 
in command of the same post reported 
Uaving been tired on 15 times, on the 
night of the 17th, the officer in command 
of f he same jpost reported having been 
fired ou 17 tunes, and that two of his 

Entineli narrowly escaped being hit. 
1 the last two instanoes I was within 
hearing of the shots which were fired 
from the adjacent hills toward the West 
Virginia side. 

•• We have not interfered with West 
Virginiu men in any except to prev«>ut 
their interferetioe with ' tne men who 
wofo disposjid to work in the West Vir- 
ginia mines. I am. of the opinion that 
but lor tiie proseuco of the military the 
VirginiJl miners would not have U'en 
pennitt»'d to continue operations and 
tluit there mav have txieu bloodshed and 
destrnotion of pr(^)erty." 

ANOTHER BATTLE IN CUBA. 

SpnaUh Troope RA|>ort • Victory bat 
OahMS J>o Mo* BolloTO It. 

Tampa, Pla., May 20.— The Plant 
steamship from Cuba last night brings 
reports of an engagement ou the l:!tli 
neai- Jovito. Tho Hpaiiisli papers say 
that i!,000 Cubans attacked the city. 
The Cubans are said to have opened a 
general fire from thn^o sides on the 
iSpauiards, who retreated, sending 80 
men to another station for reinforce- 
ments. When they arrived the Cubans 
withdrew. Tlie Cuban loss is placed at 
700. The Spaniards lout 12 soldierstOUe 

Eriest, Dr. Hui.so, the physician, and 
lieutenant Colonel Joaquin Bosch. 
C^ubuns discredit the stonr, saying that 
Major Bobles, second chief of the Span- 
ish coltuun, has asked to be decorated 
with the Cross of tiau Fernando. 'J^o 
deserve this decoration, by army laws, 
one must fight against triple hu force, 
sustain the uattlv for a number of hours 
and lose at least two-thirds of his force 
in killed and wounded.

St. Louis, May 20.— A special from 
El Paso, Tex., says: information ha 
been received hye of a bloody locid 
revolt which broke ont in- a settlement 
between the to^sof Uuadaloupe Calvo 
and Vdrvagauta in the state of Chihua 
hua, Mcx., a few days a:?o. rho trouble 
began when the natives living iu the 
district attacked a surveying party, un 
der C. P. Morrison, an A'u^*^'*> 
kiUcd 20 of the party. 

The affair was reported to the com 
mander of Mezioaa troops at Parral. 
who immediately started a detachment 
of 100 men to the scene, last Wednes- 
day the tixxme were assaulted by the 
natives, and the troops retreated, leav 
ing half of their number dead and 
wounded onthe battleground. 

The .appointment of the American 
Morrison, to survey government land 
which is now occupied by native farm 
ers caused the trottble. Motrrisou was 
to receive a certain portion of the lands 
.for his work. The natives number about 
2,000 men living in the district, which 
IS surrounded by mountains. Troops 
have been onlered from Chihnahua to 
quell the revolt. Morrison escaped.

Should Uie jU'l.<e accept 
tlie statements as true, they will cut a 
great ti^iie in a murder mystery.

Ellison to 13 years in the penirentiary 
on conviction of tho murder "t William 
Foust .July ) last. The pnnc! pal wit 
iiess a:,'aiii.r. him was .M.>.,--:!e iJolton. 
A tier tiie trial she ooutessed that her 
te.'iiiiii Hiy was fal.su and that she her 
Bcif iiail done the deed.

Mrs. Bolton seemed to live 
again the night of the crime, and in 
forceful manner she recounted tho de- 
tails <tf the crime. Mrs. Bolton said 
the shot that killed Foust was fired ny 
Hires. vHer confession that she iiud 
done the deed was extorted from her by 
Hires, who said the authorities sus 
pected her sou. She then shotddered 
the crime to shield her son. After shA 
hu<l been biouKht ont of the cataleptic 
state she did not remember anything of 
what she had just told.

Retribaiiou Swlfiiy Fuliow* a UorrlMa 
Crliua In KWtrMa. 

St. Lens, May ao.— .\ special from 

Ellaville, Via., t<i tlie Republic says: 
Tliree ncLrroos Were lynched Saturday 
iliKllt ill a di-nse swa i.p on theJSuWaiue 
river by white nit n for assaulting a 
white girl. If is re, jutted that they 
were flayed alive and then burned after 
being subjected to frightful tortures. 

The crime for wliii ii the negroes were 
iO iiorribly put to de.itii was one of tne 
most terrible in the history of this sec 
tion of i'iorida. The scene of the crime 
and retribution was in Lafayette, the 
adjoining county t i Madison on the 
.-iouth. Miss Mami*; Armstrong, the 
beautiful daughter of a prominent La- 
fayetto county farmer, left her hom^ 
five days ago to spend the night with a 
neighoor who lived two miles distant. 

The next day Miss Amistroiig's father 
went to the house to bring her home 
and was alarmeil to hear that nothfng 
had been seen of her. Mr. Armstrong 
alarmed the neighbors and a search was 
made. The woods were, scoured and 
the Snwauee river dragged. Finally, 
about midway between tne home of lu. 
Armstrong and the neighbor's house, 
the handkerchief of the girl was found 
clinging to a bush and aU arr>nnd were 
eviwaoea of a desperate strug^. 

Tbd searchers followed the traU thus 
Indicated, finding all along that the gUrl 
had been dragged into the woods. After 
proceeding for a mile the corpse of Miss 
Armstrong was found in a thick clump 
of bmdies. The body of the girl was in 
a honrible condition. Every shred of 
clothing had been torn from it and 
she had been assaulted, her head 
cnuhed and her throat cut. It was evi 
dent that the girl had made a desper.ite 
fight, for under her nails were fouml 
pieces of black catiule, which she luul 
torn from her assailants. 

Sam Echols wiis suspected and threat- 
ened with instant death unless he, ^i- 
fesso<l. He did so, and implicated Saai 
Orowley uud .luhn Brooks. Hchols said 
they kept tlie girl for liours before 
killing her, forcing her in the me.iii- 
while to repe.itedly subnnr to the m'j^t 
horrible nidignitics. b'or tlie t;i'-.iie. 
part of tile lane, til" ne;,'ro saui, ."-liss 
Aiiiistiiiii'.j \\as uiicoiisciwus.

The 
girls lin.dly made their way home 
again, tjut the rascals who led them oii' 
could not be- found, in spite of diligent 
search being nude for tiiem. 

Saturday ni^ht, however, it was 
learned that Shivers was in a certain 
hou.se near 'ialx-raacle, in that ojunty, 
and a pos.-e was (luietly organized, and 
went tlieie and secured him. He w,i . 
taken to Pea river, not faraw iy. .V 
rfipe witli .1 sinker was tieil around ins 
neck and ho was thrown into the river 
aim drowned. The Other two have not 
been heard from.

Floke.nck, lt.Uy, May :iO.— The tMrtli- 
qnake winch occurred hero at i» o clock 
Saturday evening has proved more seri- 
ous than it seemed at flrelb- ' Thousands 
of people spent Saturday nig^t in the 
streets ana a second shook at 11 o'cloc k 
at night intensified a thousand told the 
first alarm. The movement of the sec- 
ond earthquake was slight. Some slight 
damage waa done and some persons 
were injured. 

Similar e'vents occurred at Paris, near 
tfcre. The casualties there included four 
deaths and many injured. Numbei-s of 
bouses were also badly wrecked. Mear 
villagos iu the vicinity suffered still 
wone damages. At (irassiua 40 houses 
were wrecked. At Lupaggi several 
biiildiii;;s' fell, and thrfe persons wen- 

untombed. 

The oiinrch at San Martino was de- 
stroyed while full of wondupurs. sev- 
eral persons being crashed to death in 

the ruins. 

The vili t;;c s of c.Ulezao and Qimbiuo 
were baol , damag(-d. 

The Prince of Naples and a corps of 
engineers have gone to these villugej to 
aid in the work o^ rescue.

Coroa IIhs Ucr Trouble*. 

Wasuin(jY'ox, May 20.— The latest 
budget of mail received at the Japa- 
nese, C'hine.^e and (^orean legations at 
Wa.shingt'H) give much space as to the 
changed conditions resulting from the 
war. 

Lord Li, son of Li Hung Chang, is 
expected to be the new Chinese minis- 
ter to Japan. The peace settlement 
will soon be followed m a restoration of 
diplomatic relations. Mr. Otori, now a 
member of the Japanese privy council, 
is mentioned as a urobabie minister to 
China. He was formerly minister to 
China and knows the country thor- 
oughly. \ 

In an interview Mr. Otori tells the 
Japanese that, having acquired com- 
mercial access to China, it will need 
much yet to carry on trade with the 
Chinese. He says British merchants 
have already pretty well o<-cupled 
southern China, which is the best field, 
so that the Japane.-it,' had better turn 
their attention to the northern country, 
where the markets are comparatively 
untouched, iiithongh they supply mil- 
lions of natives. Ho gives all tho de- 
tails of ('hinese trade, showing, among 
other things, that the uativ(-s never pay 
cash for goods. They are s('rupulously 
lioii^st, and have three regular pay 
days, on May a, July 1.') and Dec. 13. 
The talk in .lapan sliows that tlie con- 
quests by its luiiiies art- to be followed 
by an eiiually vigorous coiiimercial cam 
paign by tiie meichants. 

('oii-a has passed throiiK'h troublous 
times of late, i lie toieigii ministers 
feaix.i an o.itbreak and armed guards 
were stationed at till the legations. 
There were :iO United States manues 
with United States Minister Sill at 
Seoul, t^uiet li.is been restoi-ed and the 
armed guards have been withdrawn. 
Tho trouble followed the rebellion of 
the Tung Haks. In suppressing them 
the government used gi-eat severity. A 
traveler that lately returned from the 
disturbed district reports tliat wherever 
ho went he saw huiLses burned down, 
corpses of people murdered and towns 
desolated and abandoned. This brought 
on mob agitation which threatened 
Seoul and led to the armed defence of 
the legations. The autliorities at iSeoul 
ore niiw trying the ringleaders and 
there is a liability that they will be de- 
capitated. 

The infiueuce which Japan is now ex- 
erting iu the modernizing of Coreais 
indicated by the formation of a court 
council to look after those suffering 
from the recent outbreak. On tmi 
council of six members, there are three 
Coreaus and three- Japanese. 

The Corean government recently de- 
vised a unique means of raising mnoh- 
uecded revenue. Observing that Japan 
was making heavy demands on China 
and that China was not in condition to 
resist, the acting minister of public 
works of Corea suggested to Count luov, 
the Japanese envoy, that Corea should 
also put in a claim for damages against 
Chiim. Hearing that China';; ar:;";t.;ir7 
course had brought on tho war and Co- 
rea had suft'ered many calamities there- 
from, he urged also that lio should per- 
sonally undertake the duty of iiegotiat- 
in;,' and of meeting Li liuiig Ch.uig at 
Shiinonoseki, where the Japan-China 
tei iiis were being arranged. Count Inoy 
discouratred the projeol SOd il Was BOt 
executed. 

The loan of :i,(HH),0(K) yen which Japan 
made to Corea in order to put the coun- 
try ou its feet, has t>i-gun to be paid. 
Half a million was turned over the first 
of last mouth, and the remaining 8,8iD0,- 
000 is subject to call by Corea. 

The Japanese are looking over tho 
possessions they have recently acquired. 
A large force of e.x^H-rt surveyors are at 
work ill and ;u-ouiid Port Arthur with 
the purpose of hiiishiiig the survey by 
July, altnough these plans may be 
altered now that the permanent posses- 
sion of Port Arthur has been given up 
as a protest of the European powers. 

The investigations al to the value of 
the islands of Formosa and Pescadores 
has not been encouraging, and the 
Chinese natives on tlie Pescadores 
seems to be a race of blinded people, 
about half of them groping about un- 
able to see. The place is almost a 
solid mass of coral. It is used for 
building houses, etc., giving a beantifnl 
red appearance to everything, wUofa, 
however, is offset by the absence «f 
trees or verdtire from the oocal soil and 
by the blindness everywhere, 
gives bettor prospects, and 
capital is being invested to put in laan 
sugar refineries whioh w^, it la SMd* 
add a ntfw etoment to tho worid'ei 
production.

Official Call For The State Conven- 
tira— Basis of Representa- 
tion Therein. 

Following ia the call for the Democratic 
State convention : * 

" Resolved, That on June 15 there be 
held at each voting precinct at the regular 
votin;: place in each county and lejirisla- 
tive district a convention of the voters 
tliereof at 2 o'clock p. in., to select dele- 
uatps to a county or legislative district 
convention to he iield at tlie county seat, 
except that in counties or cities composed 
nf more than one lej^islative district, the 
<lele>tates shall meet at some place to be 
desij^nateil by tiie respective legislative 
committees, on Monday, June 17, at 2 
o'clock p. m., and at said county and 
district conventions delegates shall be 
chosen to represent said counties and 
legislative districts in a State convention 
to be held on Taeaday, Joaa SBtii, at 12 
o'clock. 

"The basis of representation on the 
part of each precinct to said county and 
legislative district conventions shall be 
one delegate for each fifty votes cast for 
the Democratic electors at the Presiden- 
tial election in l .s<)2, anrl also one delegate 
for each fraction over twenty-five votes 
ao cast; provided, however, that such 
precincts as cast less than twenty-five 
votes for said electors shall be entitled 
to one delegate. 

"The basis of representation to the 
State convention from counties and 
legislative districts shall be one delegate 
for every 200 votes and each fraction over 
100 votes for the Democratic electors at 
the Presidential election in 1892: pro- 
vided, however, that such counties as 
cast 100 votes or less for said electors 
shall be entitled to one delegate."

They always 
removad a great many of the oigani, and per- 
formed a great deal of mntilatton. The bodiee 
were bathed in a lolatton of aieenie, asphaltom, 
oil of cedar, gum myrrh and any or all of the 
aromatic iplcei that they ootfld powew .them- 
KulTaa of without respect to kind or. qnantlty. 
after which the body was subjected to slow and 
steady heat for from sixty to ninety days, the 
application of the solution being repeated 
several times. Smolce was also used lu some 
cx-.cs. Wacn the moisture wo.; finally expelled 
from the body they were wnippe.l .->r rather 
wound with narrow strips of linen cluth from 
head to foot. These cloths were also snturalcd 
with asphultnm, arsenic and gum uiX rrh, which 
Iiecijiiic dried and cemented together in a 
numner to prevent moisture from permeating 
t:ie i>odyas long as tiio wrapping remained 

intact. 

Thus it will be observed uiai tne Kgypttun 
method is not an entirely lost art as has been 
supposed, neither would any person living under 
the present age of improrement allow such 
methods to be practiced on their betored dead. 
It has often been remarlced by those not so well 
Informed on such matters that the Egyptian 
method could not be fully analysed or a new 
and better method discovered to take its place, 
but fortunately this a great . mistake. The 
Peruvians equalle^the Vgyptlaa method with- 
out removing anything whatever from the body, 
and all they used waa amokeand heat When the 
moisture was removed .^m the body it waa 
placed In a dry rooky tomb. Many of these 
mummlee have been dlsoovered in a fine state 
of preservation, and tOw, tl any, are prepared to 
aay bnt that tkose aneient dead have been lying 
In thee* lock-hewn lombaas long as thesos»lled 
Vgyptian mnrnmlaa have In the CaUcombs of

ACCUSED OF SIX MURDERS. 

AnthwitlM Awaiting th« IUImm* of a Pris- 
oner to Arraat Him. 

DrTROfT, May 20.— Carmen Yb.-xnez, 
u Mexican, wliu today finishes serving a 
loug senteuee in the IXitroit hou.so of 
correction lu re, is wanted by the Mexi- 
can autboritiea, wlio accuse him of the 
murder of six persons Dec. 20, 1881. 
Ybanea was a captain under the famous 
Oarsa, who.attempted to overthrow the 
Dias government and who was killed 
recently in Costa Rica. 

Carmen, the complaint recites, with a 
number of foUoweirs, entered a ranch iu 
Los Tortillas for the purpose of robbe^, 
apd shot and killed six pevsons. He 
was letter arrested'at his home in Texa.s, 
charged with engaging in • war with 
which this couutrv is at peace, and is 
jiut completiuK nis sentence for that 
crime.
